“Hach of the subscribers, on failure 
of the city to pay the same, agrees and 
promises to pay to H. B. Kennedy, 
trustee fof such banks as may make 
such loans, his proportionate part of 
the total amount of the loan, to be 
ascertained by dividing the whole sum 
by the number of signers to this agree- 
ment.” 

Mayor Solicits Names. 

It is signed by the 39 men whose 
support and signatures .the mayor 
secured during Tuesday and Wednes- 
day by personal solicitation. 

The list is not closed by any means, 
the mayor made it plain, and addi- 
tional signatures will be accepted from 
as many more property holders in At- 
lanta as may wish to participate in 
the guarantee.
